With the desegregation 
reversal in August, the 400 
students who signed up for 
the alternative school at 
North were left in the cold. 
A subsequent parent effort 
led to the salvaging of the 
original concept with a 
half-day alternative located 
on the third floor of 
Mohawk Junior high. 

Students attend their 
home high school in the 
afternoon for certain cour- 
ses. The process was not 
without cost, however. 
More than half of -the 
Original 400 students were 
lost in the process, and the 
school's outside funding 
was jeopardized by the 
change. ‘Those who stayed 
with the program are ex- 
cited about the plans, but 
there are only 135 enrolled 
to date. 

Item: General Con- 
fusion The whole story of 
the confusion that went 
along with the reversal of 
desegregation will 
probably never be told. 
Many teachers arrived at 
school to be greeted by 
empty classrooms, and 
some were still empty 
when students arrived two 
days later. Materials were 
‘lost and many classes 
were over-or under-sized. 
High school students were 
following schedules - that 
had no resemblance to 
those they had requested, 
and wasted precious days 
until their schedules were 
in order. The 213 buses 
purchased for desegre- 
gation, minus about 60 that 
were put into operation, sit 
idle, waiting for a reso- 
lution of the desegregation 
question. 

if desegregation had 
taken place last week, 
Columbus would. have 
been ready. It was not 
ready for what did occur. 


the elementary schools. 
Transportation director 
Ronald Smucker confirmed 
that the change would be 
made early next week. 
Asked why -the transfer 
plan was used, Smucker 
said the Columbus Plan 
was opened after the stay 
order, and they didn't have 
the information: they 
needed on who was going 
to what school, etc. ~ in- 
formation they would nor- 
mally have early in July.

INTRODUCTION 


On July 6, 1978, Judge Robert M. Duncan entered a finding <éf 
liability against the municipal defendants in the above-named case. In 
so holding, Judge Duncan determined that the Columbus-Police 
Department and the Columbus Municipal Civil Service Commission 
had discriminated against certain black applicants for the position of 
Police Officer. ; 

Specifically, Judge Duncan found that “written tests, background in- 
vestigation reports. and subsequent oral board recommendations ad- 
ministered to applicants for the position of police officer prior to 
November 1973 had an adverse impact as to the plaintiff class." He 
defined this plaintiffs’ class as “a class composed of all rejected black 
applicants for the position of police officer.” 

Pursuant.to this finding, Judge Duncan ordered the attorneys for 
both sides to “meet and confer concerning the prerequisites and scope 
of back pay awards to which plaintiffs may be entitled, and concerning 
appropriate affirmative injunctive relief to remedy the defendants’ past 
acis of discrimination.” 

On July 28, 1978, the attorneys for both sides submitted their 
“Proposed Remedy" along with their objections and on August 28, 
1978, Judge Duncan issued the following order: 


MEMORANDUM AND ORDER 


By an Order daied July 6, 1978, the Court found that the plaintiffs ir 
this class action are entitled to judgment on their claim of discrimina- 
tion under the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as amended, 42 U.S.C. §2000(e), 
et seq. Thereafter the Court directed counsel for all parties to meet in 
an effort to develop an appropriate remedy for the violations which: the 
Court found :o exisi. As a result of such efforts, the parties have sub- 
mitied a joint proposal, together with requested additions and objec- 
tions thereto. The Court has ruled on these requested additions and 
objections. A copy of the joint proposal, as amended by the Court, is 
attached hereto, ‘ , 

The Court hereby gives tentative approval to this proposal as an ap- 
propriate remedy in this case. Since this is a class action, however, the 
Court believes that members of the plaintiffs’ class*strould be given 
notice and an opportunity to be heard cencerning the remedy pursuant 
-to Fed. R. Civ. P. 23(e) . 

lt is ORDERED that the defendants notify each ascertainable member 
of plaintiffs’ class by sending a copy of this Order by regular mail to the 
last known address of each member, by posting a copy of this Order in 
conspicious places in the Columbus Civil Service Office, Mini-City 
Hall, the Police Department, police substations and other municipal 
buildings where police recruitment is conducted. Notice shall also be 
published in ‘he Columbus Dispatch and Columbus Citizen-Journal 
for three (3) days each week for the next three (3) calendar weeks, and 
in the Call and Post for the next three (3) calendar weeks. The Court 
finds ‘hat compliance with this Order will constitute fair and adequate 
notice to the members of plaintiffs’ class. 

A hearing will be held on Friday, October 13, 1978, at 1:30 p.m., 
Room 310, 85 Marconi Boulevard. Columbus, Ohio. At that time the 
Court will hear objections or comments from class members and coun- 
sel concerning the proposed remedy. If there are no meritorious objec- 
tions, the Court will enter the final approval of the proposed remedy in 
its presen; form 

It is so ORDERED.

PROPOSED REMEDY 


A. The Defendants are Prohibited From: 
Any unlawful act or practice whereby any person or group of per- 

sons of persons is denied the right of equal employment opportunity 

because of race, including, but not limited to, the right to be 

recruited, hired, assigned and/or Continued in employment; 

2. Unlawfully failing or refusing to recruit, hire of assign any person 

or group of persons, or terminate any person's status as an em- 

ployee or applicant for employment because of race; 

3. Unlawfully failing or refusing to extend the same courtesies and 
treatment to any person on account of race with respect to applica- 
tion for employment and the conditions, terms and privileges of em- 
ployment, as are extended to other persons; 

4. Any other unlawful act or practice, including examinations, train- 
ing or other personnel action, which has the purpose or effect of 
discriminating against any employee or actual or potential applicant 
on the grounds of race. 

B. Dissemination and Posting of Non-Discrimination Policy: 

1. Defendanis shall continue to distribute to all employees of the 
Columbus Police Department a statement of the non-discrimination 
policy set forth in Subsection “A" of thisMemorandum and Order. 
2 Defendaa@is shall continue to post in a conspicuous place in the 
Columbus Civil Service Office, Mini-City Hall, the Police Department, 
police substations, and other municipal buildings where police 
recruitment is conducted, the notices of non-discrimination required 
under the applicable provisions of the laws of theStateof Ohio and 
the United States of America. 

3. Defendants shall advise and educate their supervising officers of 
the applicable laws agains: discrimination and instruct them that the 
laws against discrimination will be strictly enforced against all per- 
sonnel and.in cases of infractions thereof, defendants shall immed- 
iaiely discipline such offending employees. 

4. Defendants shall include on their employment applications and 
recruitment materials that the City of Columbus is an equal employ- 
ment opportunity employer. 

5. Minority applicants who are hired will be treated with respect to all 
terms, conditions and privileges of employment without discrimina- 
tion on the grounds of race. 

6. During the time that the hiring goal is in effect, if a black applicant 
iS rejecied, send the applicant a statement to the effect that he has 
the right to review—such rejection with the person or persons 
responsible for the rejection. and grant the rejected applicant an in-. 
‘erview to discuss such rejection. All such letters of rejection shall 
be maintained by the defendants and submiited to this Court upon its 
reques'. . 

C Recruitment ; 

1, Defendanis shall engage in affirmative action in the recruitment of 
minorities for the position of police officer in the Columbus Police 
Depar:men!. Such affirmative action will include: 


(a) The establishment of a moniority recruitment office 
for the Columbus Police Department; 

(b) The appointment of an individual who will have the 
function of coordinating equal employment oppor- 
tun.'y and who will hav@ the duty to rewew the activi- 
‘ies of the minority recruitment office of the Columbus 
Police Department: 

(c) The coordinating or recruitment activities with 
organizations in and around the City of Columbus, in- 
cluding, but not limited to the National Association for 
the°Advancemen: of Colored People, Urban League, 
and the Black Studies Departmen: of The Ohio State 
University; 

(d) The advertisting for minority individuals to apply 
for the position of police officer in the - media directed 
to the minority, community in Franklin County, Ohio; 
(e) The establishment of minority recruitment efforts 
and policies including recruiting trips and job fairs in 
local communities and high schools. 
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D. Qualifications for Employment and Background Investigatio 
1, Plaintitts and defendants agree that the defendants shall set stgn- 
dards and qualifications tor applicants for the position of police of- 
ticer. It is understood that the standards and qualification shall be 
job-related and set pursuant to their job analyses. If plaintiffs’ ¢ 
se! believes that any standard or qualification ig not job-related 
has an adverse impact upon plaintiffs, counse! may move this C 
to review such standard or qualification for a determination as to 
lawtuiness. 
2. Detendants agree ‘hat e'! applicants for the position of polic 
ficer will receive a copy of siandards and qualifications for such 
ploymen:. In addition, each applicant will be notified in writing that 
his background will be investigated, he will have to submit to a poly- 
graph examination, and he will be subject to anvoral interview by 
members of the Columbus Police Departmrnt. All standards and 
qualifications for employment, background investigation and. 
polygraph examination will be based upon criteria which will bee! 
forth in the job analysis hereinafter described. oute 
3. Detendants will seek to develop or acquire selection devicess 
which will seek to measure the criteria as set forth in the jots 
analyses. Upon the development or acquisition of such devicegie! 
detendants shall so inform plaintiffs’ counse! and thisCourt. Unieme* 
objected to by the Court, such devices will be used in the hiring* 
process for the position of police officer. 
4. Contemporaneous with the use of such selection devic 
described above, defendants will undertake the validation of ih 
devices. Such validation shall be conducted in all respects so that ii 
complies with the Equal Employment Opportunity Guidelines on 
Testing as set forth in Title 29, Chapter XIV, 1607 of the Code-of 
Federal Regulations, or such other law or guidelife as may then beiaA 
effect. If at any time defendants determine that such devices do Nobo 
conform to the Equal Employment Opportunity Guidelines on Testiagr 
they shall imediately cease to use such devices and make immediavect 
efforts to develop or acquire new selection devices which can :be:4 
validated in conformance with the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Guidelines on Testing. aaa 
5. Nothing in this Memorandum and Order- shall be construed {o"“4 
preclude the defendants trom acting upon the results of selection 
devices which were developed or acquired by them as a result of the 
job analysis and for which validation studies have commenced but | 
yet to be completed so long as the defendants have a good faith 
that such selection devices can in fact be validated pursurant to 
Equal Employment Opportunity Guidelines: on Testing. Mo! 
nothing in this order shall require the defendants to utilize any seleans 
_tion device to a greater degree of specificity than_evallable date cane« 
Support-if-the-defendants in good faith believe that euch specificity 
cannot be demonstrated. " 
6. Nothing in this Memorandum and Order shali be construed as 
Prohibiting the defendants from. continuing to use the polygre@nh 
examination and background investigation so long as such proced 
do not violate the non-discriminatory provisions of this Memo 
and Order; however, defendants _agree—thatthe background 
vestigation and oral interview process shall include blacks. Every b 
. applicant shall have an oral board that consists of at least one b' 
person. 
7. Defendants agree not to utilize or consider as a factor in ¢ 
‘ mining any condition of hiring any record of arrest for a crime wh 
the applicant did not commit. However, nothing contained herein 
prohibit the detendants from seeking, ascertaining, consider 
or using information concerning felony convictions or job-related 
misdemeanor convictions of applicants or existing employees. in ad- 
dition, nothing contained ‘herein shall prohibit the defendants re 


seeking to determine whether an applicant has committed a felony: 
job-related misdemeanor for which he was never arrested or convict 


E. Back Pay Awards 1 
. tel 
1. Members of plaintiffs’ class who. are entitled to back pay awarde 
are those applicants for employment by the Columbus Division 
Police who were rejected on or after February 10, 1973, and prior eee 
July 8, 1974. and who are presently otherwise qualified, subject to 
requirements set forth in each of the following subparagraphe: & 
(a) For the purposes of back pay awards an applicant 
was “rejected” if the applicant was denied em- 
ployment due to either (1) the written test (PPA 10A- 
10D) or (2) the background investigation (including 
polygraph, the actual background investigation, the 
oral board and appointment). Any “waiver” of em- 
ployment signed by an applicant pursuant to a 
request by the police department based on the 
background investigation shall be considered a rejec- 
tion for the purposes of back pay awards, 


(b) An applicant is “otherwise qualified” if the applicant 
successfully completes all stages of the current selec- 
tion process, except appointment, provided: 


1. An applicant shall be given credit for any step of the 
current selection process. successfully completed prior 
to rejection and placed in the selection process at the 
stage achieved prior to rejection; 


2. The defendants shall not be required to make an offer 
of employment to any applicant who successfully com- 
pletes the selection process. 


3. In the event an offer of employment is made to any ap- 
plicant, the applicant shall not be required to accept 
the offer in order to be entitied to an award of back 
pay. 


(c) Applicants rejected on or after February 10, 1973, and 
prior to July 8, 1974, who were also rejected between 
March 24, 1972, and February 10, 1973, shall be en- 
titled to back pay for an appropriate period of time (as 
set forth in subparagraph (d) during the period from 
March 24, 1972, to February 10, 1973. 


(d) All awards of back pay shall be granted for the period 
beginning on the first day of the training. class in 
which the applicant could have been enrolled but for 
the rejection, and ending on the date the applicant 
was subsequently hired (the first day of the training 
class of which the applicant was a member), or the ef- 
fective date of this order, whichever occurs first. 


(e) Back pay shall be the full salary (including applicable 
automatic raises) given to a police officer in the 
Columbus, Ohio, Division of Police, less actual interim 
earnings, or such amounts which would have been 
earned with the exercise of reasonable diligence, 
during the appropriate time period. 


(f) No applicant shall receive back pay after the date 
upon which the applicant voluntarily withdrew from 
the selection process, other than by a waiver 
described in subparagraph (a). 


(g) No applicant shall receive back pay after the date 
upon which the applicant was rejected for a lawful 
reason except: 


1. Applicants who were rejected for a lawful reason and 
subsequently re-applied of were reconsidered then 
rejected for an unlawful reason prior to July 8, 1974, 
shall be entitled to back pay. 


(h) The Trial Judge will remain the arbiter in all cases 
that do not fall within the scope of sub-sections (a)-(g) st 
above. iw

Cleveland Deserves 
A Black Federal Judge 


Cleveland deserves a black 
Federal Judge. 

The time has come when the 
President, the Senators and those in 
power need to recognize that the 
black citizens of Cleveland and Nor- 
thern Ohio need representation ‘on 
the Federal bench. Cleveland has 
been passed over many times in the 
appointment of Federal Judges. 
There was a time, when the senators 
from Ohio held the view that there 
were no black qualified lawyers or 
judges in the Northern District that 
could be appointed.to the Federal 
bench. We believe our two Senators, 
at this time, would be willing to ap- 
point a qualified Federal District 
Court Judge when an opening oc- 
curs, 


Statistically, Cleveland alone, has 
a population which is approaching 
45% black. Compared to Columbus, 
Ohio, Cleveland is a much larger city 
and with a much greater con- 
centration of blacks, yet Columbus 
has a black Federal District Court. 
Judge, Judge Robert Duncan, who is 
doing an outstanding job in that com- 
munity. 


Cities such as New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Washington, D.C. and 
now even Seattle, Washington, with a 
very small black population, all boast 
having black Federal District Court 


Judges, A quick glance at Detroit 
shows us that Detroit now has two 
black Federal District Court Judges, 
a Judge sitting on the United States 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals who is. 
black (Honorable Damon Keith) and 
also has the distinct honor of having 
been the home town of Honorable 
Wade McCrea, the outstanding 
solicitor general of the United States. 

With a practicing bar of over 250 
black lawyers and close to 10 black 
State Court Judges, Cleveland would 
seem to have an overabundance of 
qualified persons for this position. 
Without much thought, we can think 
of one outstanding Judge serving on 
the Common Pleas Court who has 
also served as a Justice of the Ohio 
Supreme Court. Many of the other 
judges and lawyers -have had ex- 
tensive trial experience before the 
Federal Courts at all levels. We need 
not stop with Cleveland, but can look 
with equal assurance at cities such 
as Akron, Youngstown and Toledo 
where there are concentrations of 
black lawyers that are highly 
qualified also, 

It seems to us, that the President of 
the United States and our two 
Senators have the obligation to con- 
sider this a top priority In terms of . 
being fair and just in their treatment 
towards the citizens of the northern 
part of Ohio. . 


D.C. Citizens Should Vote 


We endorse the Constitutional 
Amendment which. was recently 
‘passed by the Senate authorizing the 
citizens of the District of Columbia to 
vote for two United States Senators 
and one or more representatives, 
depending upon the vopulation. 

It is without reason, to think that in 
these days and times, nearly one 
million people should be disen- 

“franchiséd, The old conservative 
arguments that the Constitution did 
not provide for the District of Cotum- 
bia being a state certainly are out- 
dated. We are sure the Constitution 
did not speak of Hawaii and Alaska 
and probably if the founders ever 
dreamed that Eskimos and 
Hawaiians would have equal stan- 
ding in the Houses of the Congress, 
they would have folded up their tents 
and we may not have had a Con-

It is unfortunate that an unselfish 
public official with the community 
record for honesty that Charles P.

District Attorney's office for several 
years, As soon as the Black U. S. 
District Attorney resigned and a 
white interim took over the office, in 
a few weeks, charges were brought 
before the Grand Jury, It is not sur- 
prising then that the federal 
prosecutor in charge of the case was 
publicly reprimanded and fined 
$500 by Judge Thomas for unbe- 
coming conduct. Although at the 
urging of U.S, District Attorney 
James Williams, Judge Thomas re- 
manded the fine, the incident reveals 
the lengths taken by the govern- 
ment’s attorneys to try to get a guilty 
verdict. 

Of course, justice prevailed in the 
end. However, there can be no com- 
pensation adequate for the many 
hours of anguish and fear suffered by 
Charles P: ‘Lucas and his family. Un- 
fortunately his only solace is in the 
verdict of the jury: “Not Guilty.”

If it has not become widespread when 
first diagnosed this tumor can usually be 
cured by radiation therapy: Those with 
widéspread disease still have a good 
chance of becoming cured by the use of 
combinations of chemotherapy drugs. As 
cancers go, this is not a particularly bad 
one to have.

If, as you Say, oral contraceptives and 
Premarin may cause cancer of the uterus, 
why doesn’t the governmen: just forbid 
their use? 


ANSWER: 

Almost 
desirable side effects, some of 
serious and occasionally fatal. 

The physician is aware of the risks in- 
volved in using powerful drugs of any 
type, and uses them when the benefits of 
treatment clearly outweigh the known 
risks. 

When there are alternative methods of 
therapy, or the risk is high, then patients 
should participate in decisions. 

The oral contraceptives are the most 
practical and effective method of birth 
control but are responsible for several 
serious side effects. 

Thus, women receiving birth control 
pills are at greater risk for stroke than 
women who do not take them, but the 
chance of stroke remains small. 

Similarly; there are sound medical 
reasons for treating some menopausal 
women with Premarin or similar com- 
‘pounds and the benefits may easily out- 
weigh the risk of devéloping cancer of 
the uterus. The government, therefore, 
will not ban effective drugs unless the 
side effects become overwhelming.

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The 1978 Campaign Is On ; 


Now that Labor Day, the traditional date for can-- 
didates to begin campaigning seriously has come and 
gone, the battle for the various public offices will 
surely get hotter and hotter between now and the 
Nov. 7 general election. ° 

Of course the two opponents racing for the top of-- 
fice, Gov. James A. Rhodes, Republican incumbent, 
and Lt. Gov. Richard F. Celeste, Democrat who is. 
challenging him, kicked off their campaign the day~ 
they took office . way back in January 1975. . 

Rhodes, who has been governor longer than any of; 
his predecessors, twelve years, is asking the voters to 
give him just one more four year term as their chief 
state executive. His campaign this year, just as it has. 
been in the past, is “jobs for all regardless of race,: 
color creed.” : 

Celeste, who is making his first bid for the state's 
highest elective office, has been speaking wherever. 
and whenever he had an opportunity throughout the 
state for almost four years. So far in the campaign, he 
has been notoriously short on promises and exceed- 
ingly long on criticism of the Rhodes Administration. 

wever, in typical Rhodes campaign style, he has 
not allowed Celeste to goad him into responding to 
his charges. As one long-time political observer pre- 
dicted, ‘Celeste is going to have to tell an awful big 
lie on Jim to aet a direct response. 

“And he’d better be very careful in cooking up a lie 
on the political foxy Rhodes, lest it boomerang on 
him." 

In the meantime, if all goes well for Rhodes and his 
candidate for Chief Justice of the Ohio Supreme 
Court on election day, we might see a black sitting on 
the bench of the high judicial body. The Chief Justice 
seat, filled last week with Rhodes’ appointment of 
Judge Robert Leach of Columbus, became vacant 
with the sudden death of Chief Justice C. William 
O'Neil on Aug. 20. 

Since Leach announced that he will not seek elect- 
ion to the office, it is speculated that Justice Thomas 
M. Herbert of Columbus, will run for the chief spot 
Nov. 7. If successful, Rhodes will appoint a person to 
fill Herbert's unexpired term which expires in 1981. 

And speculating still farther, it is conceivable that 
the. slot might go to one of the three black female 
judges. The three black lady judges, all initially ap- 
pointed by Rhodes, include Lillian Burke, Sara. Har- 
per and Jean M. Capers, all of Cleveland. 

Judge Harper, who ran unsuccessfully for a 
Supreme Court nomination a few years ago, is the 
youngest of the three. And that could give her a de- 
cisive advantage if all goes well for Rhodes and his 
Republican team Nov. 7. 

Rhodes, in reference to black people, has a long 
and enviable reputation for being a first in the area of 
appointments. And although at 68 and likely to be 
engaged in his last political campaign, it would cer- 
tainly be a satisfaction to him to go down in history as 
having named the first black woman to the Ohio Su- 
preme Court.

DECEPTIVE 


Economists are fond of telling us mere mortals that. 
there's-no such thing as-a free iunch- Usually fiscal con= 
servatives preach this truism at liberals, but now it is 
liberals who have to remind the conservatives of this. 

At issue is a bill before Congress popularly known as’ 
the Kemp-Roth BijJl that would cut all federal taxes by- 
one-third over the next three years. : 

Its backers claim that this $100-billion-pius tax cut 
would stimulate the economy to the point where the’ 
revenues would come back to the treasury in the form of! 
higher tax receipts, even though rates would be lowered- 
They say the economic boom that would result from 
lowered taxes would be so huge that we'd have full em-’ 
ployment, lower inflation, and other benefits. . 

That kind of pie-in-the-sky thinking won't stand up to’ 
the harsh facts of life. A tax cut of that size would take 
years to result in even partial benefits to the economy,:} 
Even if there was a boom, the lower rates would result in:! 
an estimated $100 billion federal deficit, which in itself}: 

-could trigger a real Depression. The Kennedy-era tax!! 
cut often cited as’ proof of the beneficial effects of tax-'; 
cutting is not comparable; coming in a-period-of low in-i} 
flation and a very different economy. if 

Backers of a tax cut don't say anything aboutcutting!: 
the federal budget, but that is the real purpose of deep!: 
tax cuts: Political reality dictates that once federal:; 
revenues were Cut to such a massive extent, the budget:; 
itself would have to be slashed. f 

Now what does that mean? You know the Pentagon’'s:: 
swollen budget won't be touched. And a large part of the:;

Law Wives Censure Negative 
Results Of Desegregation 


Members of National Barristers’ — 
Inc., at their 27th anniversary meetin 
the Diplomat Hotel in Hollywood, og 
last month, focused their attention on the 
1978 convention theme, “Are Schools 
Shortchanging the Black Child?’ Mrs. 
Juanita Hill, national president, presided 
over the several sessions. 

Mrs. Sylvia Portier, city commissioner, 
Deer Beach, Fla:, brought official 
greetings, congratulated the members of 
National Barristers’ Wives on_ their 
national program, and urged them to 
raise their voices high so that they might 
be heard all over this nation 

Dr. Priscilla Hambrick-Dixon, 
psychologist and assistant professor of 
Education at New York University, 
stressed the importance of giving black 
children a positive self-concept, a sense 


..Of history so that they.may know-how. far 


we have comeand how far we have yet to 
go, moral values and ways of coping with 
the negative image that society holds 
and that the media all too often rein- 
forces. 

Mrs. Kathleen Cooper Wright, chair- 
man of the Broward County Fla., School 
Board, was the keynote speaker. Begin- 
ning with “Education for blacks is in 
serious trouble,” Mrs. Wright used the 
historical approach to put the convention 
‘theme in proper perspective. She em- 
phasized ‘the 50's, 60's, and 70's with 


their legal battles for equality of op- ° 


portunity, from Brown vs The Board of 
Education in Topeka, Kansas in 1954, to 
Bakke vs. The University of California 
Medical School and the subsequent 
Supreme Court decision in 1978. 

Mrs. Wright pointed out that in spite of 
proliferation of court cases, attitudes 
have not changed. She urged her 
listeners to look at the programs in the 
schools; to see what is happening to 
children and youths, especially to black 
males; to view with grave concern the 
proposal for Tuition Tax Credit and 
California's Proposition 13; to know the 
power structure both black and white; to 
talk with their congressmen and their 
legislators; and to express their concern 


about what is happening to black 
children. 
Mrs. Wright called the Functional 


Literacy Test the real death penalty for 
blacks in Fla. and ultimately for blacks 
throughout the nation. “Skills are being 
tested that haven't been taught. The 
irony of the situation is that students are 
to learn in one year skills that:'they have

Mrs. Jackie Stephenson, chief social 
worker in early childhood, Kansas City, 
Mo., sparked ‘Sound Off,” the group in- 
teraction session. Mrs.: ‘Stephenson said, 
“We have a foot not a foothold on the . 
educational agenda.” Pointing. out the 
fact that the ratio of black attorneys to 
black persons in need of their services, is 
1 to 4,000; of black physicians, 1 to '5 000; 
of black dentists, 1 to-8,400, she voiced 
the urgent need for affirmative action. 

Mrs. Stephenson pointed out that 
privileges based on color persist. 
Desegregation has meant. dismissal, 
demotion or displacement of black ad. 
ministrators with the subsequent loss of 
racial models and authority symbols; that 
it_ has meant the exposure of black 
children to hostile attitudes and 
behavior, to being uprooted without 
adequate support systems, .and to — 
victimized my misciassification - tr 
systems and special classes. She said 
also that failure to support school bonds 
gives rise to three kinds of school 
systems: (1) suburban school systems 
based on class; (2) private school system 
based on race;! and (3) public school 
systems that subject the black and the 
poor to rejection and alienation. 

Each speaker urged community in- 
volvement as one means of finding 
solutions to the problems that beset 
children in the nation's schools. 

Mrs, Anita McCormick of Kansas City, 
Mo., national program chairman, coor- 
dinated the convention program.
